How rombt Ar* Mad0. 


The cheapest combs arc mad* from 
hoofs, but are subjected to costly and 
ingenious processes of manufacture. A 
circular saw cuts the horns in assorted 
si7.es, the tips being used for the handles 
of knives and umbrellas. Very high 
degrees of temperature are necessary 
as the hoofs and horns have to be heat­ 
ed to make the fiber soft. When the 
pieces are cut they are placed between 
screwblocks and pressed flat. Aoids 
are frequently used for staining an 
imitation of tortolseskell. and this can. 
not be detected by a casual observer. 
The rough surfaces of the comb are 
smoothed by wheela covered ky walrus 
skin. Polishing is the last process, 
which Is done by w'heels covered with 
leather of different degrees of softness.

While Porto Kico has been of 
Talno to 8pain it is likely to bo more 
Important to tho Unit«*d States, if f»)r 
no other rcation because of its nearness. 
Btioh pcrishablu products which rarely 
r<iach «8 now, as green cocoanuts, etc., 
tho miMing of which is profitable, can 
bo brought t^ our nutrketH on Hwift 
•teatnern and will find ii ready Mile. 


It in easy enough to generalizo and 
iay this and that may bu raised hero 
and that gcnerouti nature brings forth 
hcrfrnttM Hpontaneou.nly while indolent 
man reclines in a liatumock and only 
opens his mouth to let them drop into 
it. In tho main this nuiy be true. Still, 
tinco nil men are nf»t vegetarians and 
cannot subsist on fruits alone, it will 
probably Iw found necessary to “ hustle” 
for II living, here as elsewhere—that is, 
if ono dosireH t»> live well. 


And yet perliaps thero is no conntry 
whero iiiau can live with less etTort 
Iban in thii* island. 
Owing to its 
snountiiinous character, rising as it cUu s 
to A height of «1,000 or 4,000 feet, there 
is ©very variety of clinnite here as well 
M of vegetation. 
In order to change 
ttom ft olinuito with a mean of 70 de* 
groes to ono of 00 or less ono merely 
olinibs II mountain. One can cliango tho 
raiumer climate of Florida to that of 
Boston or New Vork by ascending a 
few hnudrt*d feet above tlio co4ist 
So it is with tho vegetation. Along 
tiio coiist you find »11 that is rank uud 
tropicttl. sucli us tho mangroves, with 
their very feet in thu Siilt water, over- 
■littded by cocoa luilms that will some­ 
times grow in barren sands. The jungles 
are dense, tho rivers run tlirough bow­ 
ers of tropicnl plants, with wild plan­ 
tains, biimbocm and gigantic canes over- 
btuiging them. 
Not all the trees and 
productive plants are native here, 
i^m’ 
iustance, thero is the coeou palm, which

Aud theooooa is bntoneipeolMof the 
palm tribe growing here almott iipon- 
taneonsly, for there are many others, 
some of them native to the island. 
There is tho *'gru grn,'* thu seeds of 
which are good for fattening pigs, the 
exotic Kugo and arcco palms, from the 
first of which Siigo and tapioca aro 
niado, while from the second is obtained 
tho betel nut. The most beautiful of 
tho lowland palms is that species so 
often seen in Cu Imi, called tho royal, 
hut it docs not attain such a height as 
another of the family, tho “ orcodoxa,” 
which 
frequently reaches 150 feet. 
This species also is noted for the fl»\vor 
of its “ cabbage,” and notw ithstanding 
its si’/o and beauty is often cut down 
merely to obtain that bud to boil for a 
dinner. 
This “ cabbage'’ is really tho 
tip of the tree, which if left to develop 
would successively inns’rap its folds to 
become leaves. 
It is tender and sweet, 
tasting something like boiled chestnut, 
nnd is a very %velcome addition to a bill 
of fare. This is ono of tho natural prod­ 
ucts which every tram p in Porto Rico 
is entitled to if not too lazy to cut down 
the tree; but there is still another deli­ 
cacy which 8urpas.ses this in flavor and 
is likew’ise free to all. This is a grub, 
or larva of tho palm beetle, which bur­ 
rows ill the hoiirtof the tree. As it gets 
to bo two inches in length and is corre- 
Bpondiugiy fat, it is a most luscious 
morsel fried in palm butter, and is 
eagerly hunted by tho epicnrean native. 


Next to tho palm s in abundance rank 
tho bananas. 
If tho latest statistics are 
reliable, only 200,000,000 bananas aro 
annually shipped abroad, but it m ight 
ju st as well be 1,000,600,000. There is 
•lamaica, a sister island to Porto Rico, 
u little larger, but w ith sim ilar soil, 
snrf:u!0 and climato. 
A few years ago 
it was languishing in the last stages of 
surfeit froiu an overproduction of sugar, 
which it could not sell, at a price sulll- 
oient to pay for raising it. 
An enter­ 
prising Yankee from “ Boston w ay” 
w ent down thero, turned tho m atter 
over in his mind and started tho people 
to rai.sing banana.s. 
The result has 
really been tho salvation of Jamaica. 


VVhilo the banana likes a rich soil 
and will grow’ on tho levels as well as 
anywhere it can bo cultivated on h ill­ 
sides so steep that no plow can furrow 
them and w’horo it would be inipo.^isi- 
blo to raise sugar cano nnd other things 
w ith prolit. 
Its sister, the plantain, is 
equally prolitic, and both w ill practi­ 
cally renew themselves each year. 


Another friend of tho poor man is 
the indigenous 
manioc, 
which was 
found in cultivation by tho natives 
when Columbus first arrived hero in 
1403. This is a tuber, which is roasted 
and grated, tho flour being excellent 
when miido into cukes, something like 
tho Mexican tortillas, while tho juice, 
though virulently 
poisonous in the

tboogh a native of the Eust Indies has 
become as good as indigenous here. 
Fortunate, too. is this for the Porto 
Rioaus, for thero is scarcely a tree that 
grows with so many uses us this for 
man. The old resident of the island 
sends oat his servant for a green cocoa- 
not as soon as bo is awake in tho inorn- 
ing. and after an opening has been made 
as large as an old fashioned cent be 
ponrs into the cool water within a 
modionm of gin or native rum and 
drinks this concoction as an “ eye open­ 
er." This water is oven better without 
the addition of liquor. 


A small black boy is usually the cup 
bearer, and the agility ho displays in 
shinning up tho cocoanut tree is only 
surpassed by his dexterity in clipping 
the husk to a point and leaving the wa­ 
ter exposed without losing a drop. 
Alter that is imbibed ho divides tho 
shell, with u single blow of his rusty 
machete, and chipping a spoon from 
the husk hands both to his master, who 
proceeds to scoop out and devour the 
translucent joUy within. 


So much for the nut when it is fresh. 
As a dried product it is shipped abroad, 
chiefly to the United States, to the ex­ 
tent of some a, 000,000 annually. 
This 
is no criterion of its abundance, for 
milJious of nuts go to waste and m il­ 
lions lijoro aro used in the i&laud in a 
green state. 
Tho cocoa jialm is readily 
grown, and, though rather slow in 
coming to m aturity, can be made a 
profitable adjunct to a plantation. 
It 
will grow in any soil, no m atter how 
poor; but reaches perfection only at or 
near the coast, being a true lover ot 
salt water. 
Tho tropical iieoplo have a 
saying thut the cocoa palm w ill live a 
hundred years, will bear a hundred 
nuts annually and has a hundred uses 
for its owner. It would be iin)K>ssible 
to «numerate its manifold uses to (he 
poor people here, for they make culinary 
vessels from its nuts, beds and thatch 
from its husks and leaves, sieves from its 
ioii^r bark, hnts from rode boards into 
which its tronk is sawed, a peculiar 
llppl# from it« flowers* mmI fliuUljr, 


erode state, is made innoouous by httti 
ing and forms tho basis of the well 
known West Indian pepper pot culled 
cussureep And popper pot, by tho way. 
consistfi of whatover kinds of meat may 
be thrown into an earthen vessel from 
time to time—chicken, pork and the 
odds and ends of repasts—all of which 
aro preserved and rendered delicious by 
the antiseptic cassareep 


Another indigenous product Is maize, 
or Indian corn. It may bo grown any­ 
where. but tho upland regions aro its 
home, as in Mexico and Central Ameri­ 
ca. Wheat, oats, barley and other cere­ 
als of northern climes do not flourish 
hero, all flour and meal being imported 
from the United States. 


As an evidence of w hat may be found 
in tho island in u half w ild state and 
made quickly available for the inexperi­ 
enced settler it may bo n»entioned that 
all vegetables grown in our southern 
states, as yams, sweet potatoes and 
okra, flourish. Oranges, limes and lem­ 
ons grow without care and havu not 
been cousideved im portant enough to 
m erit attention, but soil and climate 
combine to produce the choicest varie­ 
ties, Another fruit, held by some to bo 
the most delicious in tho world, is the 
pineapple, which is native here, being 
still known by its aboriginal name of 
“ auuna. ” 
Then thero are numerous 
fruits rarely seen in tho north, as tho 
nispero, or sapotlilla, tho guava, \vhich 
runs wild wherever old fields are found, 
and fri»m which delicious jelly is made; 
the uguaoate, avocado, sweetsop, sugar 
apple, star apple, acajou, granadilla, 
iimngo and various kinds of plums and 
grapes—in fact, every fruit found in 
subtropic regions. 
Potatoes w ill not 
grow at lesser elevation than about 
;i,000 feet, but above th at altitude they 
do well. There also may bo found field 
straw'berries. though most small fruits 
and berries are not abundant. 


Owing to the absence of frosts and 
snows there is a perpetual succession of 
crops, and something may be planted as 
well as luurvested everjr week in tht 
year.

The agrionltiiral resources of Cuba 
are really astonishing when it is con­ 
sidered how slightly they have been de­ 
veloped. Of the 85,000,000 acres com­ 
posing the island it is estimated that 
only 2,000,000 have been placed under 
cultivation. Amazingly fertile as it is, 
there is absolutely no limit to the pos­ 
sibilities of its production when the 
area of cultivation shall bo fully ex­ 
tended. Doubtless at the present junc­ 
ture many American farmers will be 
attracted to a field so vast and so prom­ 
ising as affording greater .scope for their 
industry than can bo secured at homo.

circum.stances which do not prevail in 
this country unlo.ss in the extrcmo 
southern sec;tion.s. DilTorent methods of 
agriculture must of nece.^sity bo adopt 
ed, and the excessive heat would bo not 
the least of the disadvantages a north­ 
ern farmer transport»‘d to Cuba would 
have to contend with. 


In elevated tablelands and in moun­ 
tain valleys wheat can bo sncce.ssfully 
grown, as indeed it can, tliough less 
plenteously, in other parts of the island, 
but the lack of railway facilities places 
a fatal bar against throwing this grain 
for export or even for home consump­ 
tion. That the island has capabilities 
80 far as this cereal is concerned was 
evident for a long time, owing to a 
piece of paternal legislation on the part 
o£ Spain. This, it may be renmrked, 
was thoroughly in keeping with her 
unvarying policy in fostering her colo­ 
nies. Ignoring the duty she owed to her 
children in Cuba, the cultivation of 
wheat was prohibited there, so that the 
fields of the mother country miyht sup 
ply the colonists with bread. In const 
quence of this American wheat was 
often shipped to Cuba by way of Spain. 
It cost the Cubans much more to get it 
in this roundabout way, but the reve 
uuc of Spain was benetited. This was 
the all important considération, for the 
Spanish in dealings with their de.scend- 
ants across the water never thought of 
the reciprocal duties involved in the re­ 
lationship. 
When flour was sent from 
New York direct to the island, the 
tariff ou it was $4. :;j0 a sack of 200 
pounds. This prohibition of wheat cul­ 
ture, with tho inevitable increase in the 
price of bread, was one of tho causes 
that led to the insurrection, which has 
resulted in tho loss of Cuba and so 
much more to Spain. 


But even under a milder rule and 
with freer advantages of trade it is 
doubtful if wheat will bo produced in 
considerable quantities in Cuba, for tho 
simple reason that sugar and other 
crops can be raised more profitably. For 
umny years to come tije island will 
probably bo dependent upon this couu 
try for its supply of flour. 


About Santiago as elsewhere through­ 
out tho island there are numerous cocoa- 
nut groves. Tho tree grows readily and 
»peedily, and its nuts may be gathered 
cheaply, for agile Cubans climb up the 
smooth stems like monkeys and strip 
tho treo of its fruit in a short time. 
Oranges of exquisite flavor grow spon­ 
taneously in all parts of the island, 
though uo attention is paid to their cul 
tivation for exportation. There are six 
kinds of bananas, and such delicious 
fruits as guavas, mangoes, i^apotas, 
tamarinds, etc. 


As an evidence of Cuba’s great pro- 
dTiGtive wealth may bo cited a typical 
peasant’s homo and surroundings visit­ 
ed during the recently ended insurrec­ 
tion. Tho family consisted of a mother 
and her numerous oit'spring and an in­ 
valid husband. The family almost en­ 
tirely depended upon the labor of a 
grown sou for subsistence, which was 
obtaiued from the land, scarcejy more 
tlian ab acre of which was cultivated. 
Her land supplied her with all th« 
necessaries of life «accepting clothing 
and salt. Of the former the family re­ 
quired but little and wore lefs, and in 
oases of omergenoy a teir fubstitnto for 
«bo latter oonld be obtained from tho 
PQjrftl pilm by ft purtiooUir procMiof

ftf enoinoraled at the ttno ooDriiled of 
ooffee, fogar, molasN«, beaiiB, rloe, 
honey, wns, aweet potatoea, yami, yno- 
cat, bananas, oorn, poultry, pigs, two 
oows, several horses and tobacco. The 
family could also raise its own cotton 
and make its own cloth, as was done by 
the aborigines, only that cotton spin­ 
ning and weaving are lost arts in Cuba. 
Mumover all the vessels and utensils 
used by this family, with the exception 
of pots, were the product of the im­ 
mediate neighborhood. 


Nothing could perhaps better illus­ 
trate the variety and'richness of Cuban 
productions than the foregoing exam­ 
ple. Life under such circumstances 
presents few incentives for industry. 


The vast expanses of natural pasture 
land in the island ought to prove a 
great attraction to farmers and others 
who have devoted much attention to 
the raising of cattle. But little atten­ 
tion wa.s given by the Spanish govern­ 
ment to this source of wealth, for 
Spain's political economy never consist­ 
ed so much in a direct land tax as in a 
tax upon industry and commerce. Con­ 
sequently a ranchman or a landed pro­ 
prietor might bo tho owner of exten­ 
sive pastures and large herds of cattlo, 
but the goverimient took no account of 
it until the owner bi'K’i^n to dispose of 
hinp«tock in the market. 


With perpetual summer, or at least 
no snow and frost to constitute a win­ 
ter us known further north, the cattle 
industry can bo conducted at the mini- 
nmm of cost. The stock nevrr need 
bousinp, and tho grass is as luxuriant 
in the winter months as in the .summer 
time. Western men who fought in tho 
ranks of the rough riders in Cuba were 
enthusiastic over the prospects it held 
forth for cattle ranches. During the in­ 
surrection the herds were greatly de­ 
pleted by the Cubans, who slaughtered 
tho cattlo in many instances for the 
kidneys alone and left tho rest of the 
carcasses to rot on tho field. 


During the occupation of Pinar del 
Rio by the insurgents it was a singular 
oversight on the part of the authorities 
that in attempting to starve the rebels 
out of that province they did not take 
into consideration the fact that myriads 
of cattle roamed over the grassy plains, 
and that the treo chid hills and valleys 
were alive M'ith hogs, which furnished 
tho insurgents with an unfailing supply 
of food. 


Tho pasture lands north of Trinidad 
are so wi*ll adai)tcd for the raising of 
horses that it was formerly a common 
phrase that even tho lieggars of Trini­ 
dad pursued their vocation on horse­ 
back. In tho vicinity of Sanota Spiritus, 
extending eastward to the province nf 
Santiago, are extensive prairies which 
furnish grazing for great herds of cat 
tie. Some of tliem are without natural 
water supply, but they have been pro­ 
vided with enormous wells at intervals. 
These sometimes reach a depth of :JOO 
feet, and the water is drawn by a noria, 
a device eniployed by tho Moors when 
they occupied Spain. This consists of a 
largo wooden wheel made to revolve by 
aninnil power, over which pas.ses an 
cndle.ss belt, to which buckets are at­ 
tached. The cattle ranges extend far 
across that part of Cuba termed Cama- 
guey to Santiago province. 


Tho mountains of Guantanamo, iu 
tho vicinity of Santiago, aro considered 
the most productive coffeo regions in 
Cuba. Coireo is grown in every part of 
the island. At one time it was as large­ 
ly cultivated iu tho valleys and plains 
as is now tho sugar cane, but at present 
most of tho cotl’eo raising is done iu the 
district and neighborhood of Santiago 
and in tho jurisdiction of Guautamuno. 
Land in this part of the island has been 
particularly cheap, and planters in con- 
seiiuence have found it to their advan­ 
tage, as their old places ^became worn 
out, to sell them and remove to Guanta­ 
namo’s beautiful hills, where the cli­ 
mate is healthful, tho crops excellent 
and tho land cheap. 


Colfeo culture in Cuba for various 
reasons has declined somewhat during 
the past quarter of a century. This has 
been duo in some degree to tho practi­ 
cally prohibitive taritf placed by the 
United States on Cuban cotfco iu favor 
of the Brazilian crop. Many who for­ 
merly planted coffee now raise sugar
